: ME is a Creature born and fitted for Society ; a Chriſfti- 
an is a man that believeth and ought to praftife the 
communion of Saints; a Proteſtant is a Chriftian, who hath 

| broken out from an unpure Communion'; the contagion of I- 
dolatrie and errour, that he may enjoy the Communion antain- 
ted : A ſincere Believers one, who aims at ; but atrains not 
here perfet Communion : the Church is a Society of imperfe&t 
ſouls, whoſe Correptions diſturb their own and the Churches 
Peace. Unity is that all aim at: Some make an infallible (and 
why not animpeccable? ) Judge, the ſtandard 3 others, their 
particular ſyſtem of Opinions in contradiftin&tion from all o- 

thers, to the which their oppoſits countermand theirs as a more 
perfeR rule : thus Communion is profeſſed by all ; praftiſed by. 

| none, while each ſet up the Idols of their own heart, to which

- WIN 
Pſion 1+ All perſons and Societies aim.at Union and com- Fr 
munion : to begin at the Fountain, in the Deity three Perfons | 
in perſonal ſubſiſtence conjoyn to-conſtitute the great ONE. 
Among the intelletual Beings, Archangels, Angels, Thrones, 
Dominions, without frown or cnvy miniſter to. Creatures. of a 
far inferior make ; and fofar doth their Communion carry them | 
that on Facobs Ladder theſe who go down, envy not theſe who YH 
g0 up: to deſcend yet lower,among the heavenly Bodies,theSun 
_  communicats its light to the Moon, whichit monopoliſeth not; 
but communicats-to our Earth, by a vicarious Light ſupplying 
the abſence of its englightener. The Air and Earth are in ip 
Communion by which Vapors and Exhalations are exhaled, [- 
and again returned by benign dew and drops of Rain. But, - © 
our chiefeſt deſign is that Communion that is amongſt rational £ 
Beings ( of which there is, as of Reaſon alſo, ſomething ana- 
logal among brute Animals; for the Bees and Locuſts hare their 
King ) without which, Societies are like dry fand or a heap of 
| Wheat, eaſily ſcattered, which theFoot of contempt can trample + 
or the Birds of prey devour. ATroop of bandirti ſeparat from 
" regular Societies, diſjoyned from their Soveraign and ſober 
 _ Neighbours, yet,unite under one,and while they are conſpyring 
= againſt their Duty, are conjoyned in their intereſt. The mili- 
tant and triumphant Church is but one Society, whereof, the _ 
' one part is with Foſhua in the Valey,in toil and cravel;che other, . | 


with Moſes in the Moune in triumph : the one prays co attain,

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- what the other praiſes for having attaineds And in the. mili- 


tant it felf, the Water which repreſents and ſeals its Purificati - 
on, is made up of many Drops ; yet, the ſpiritual Regenerati- 


_ on'ſignified is butone : Their ſpiricual Nouriſhment is taken, 
_ »perchance, one grain from the field of rhe Sinner,another from 
the incloſure of the Saint ; yer, it correſponds to ſignify our 
ſpiritual Union with'the Head and one another. Theſe whoſe

Church Union. cannot conſiſt in being of one' Opini- 
on incyvery thing, which is impoflible ; it requires and is de. 
{cribed by one Heart ; but not one Head: As long as there 
are degrees of Knowledge and Underſtanding as well as Age: 


_ different Faces, Statures, Voices, Complexions, Educations, In* 
clinations, ſo long will diverſity of Opinions continue:: our 
Wills are voluntary Agents; fo is not the Underſtanding,which 
mult ſee the Light, if it open its Eyes ; yet the Will may deny 
the help of the Feet to walk by its Light. God hath his glory 
by the variety of Opinions Abroad in the World : for, hereby 
we have objets, whereon to Exerciſe mutual Forbearance,and 


if not to exerciſe our own patience ; yet by our Paſſions occaſi- 
oned by peeviſh and partial —_—_ toexerciſe theirs: God 
makes us Inſtruments toexerciſe the Patience, or chaſtiſe the 


 Corruptions of others. What was not among the inſpiredApoſtles, 


even after Pentecoſt, cannot be expe&ted among. us: tho their 
Commiſſion ran to all Nations; yer Peter is aſſaulted for preach» 


ing to Cornelius a Proſelyte Gentile: the various and differing © 


Methods of treating the Gentile Converts, -appears in the occa-. 
ſion of. the firſt ( yea, I. may ſay only ) Oecumenic Council, 
and the {mart Reflection of the Apoſtle of the Gentiles againſt - 
Po . - the.

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the pretended Head of the Church himſelf, and if his pretend- 
ing Succeſlors will needs ſucceed, both to the old Didators in 
Pomp, and to the inſpired Doctor in Piety, let us have from 
them Unity in United Opinions ; But firſt, Phyſician heal thy 
ſelf, reconcile the Councels of Be/il and Francfort and the Lateray 
and let us have an united univerſal Language from the univer- 
ſal Biſhop, which would be the moſt uſeful Miracle beyond all 
Zacobus de Voragine hath vomited up. Let the Veritas Ciſalpina 
at the Sorboy, and the Veritas Tranſalpina at the Vatican meer in 
_ ene, and then they may take in Geneva and England to (bare 
with them in their Union,in conjunction with us farther North. 
Yea ſuch is the diverſity of Opinions, that as our Bodies are 
not the ſame theywere the laſt year,ſo neither are our thoughts, 
what we hug one day, we abhorr another ; Let us therefore 
prevail with our ſelves firſt to be ftilltheſame, before we expe 
it from others to be one with us. And as it is in particular per- 
{ons, ſo it is in Churches : truths varie their Modes as well as 
the habice of our Bodies and the diale& of our Languages. Yea, 
in the Diſciplinarian Controverſies agitat amongſt us on both 
ſides,with the heat of Zeal put into the thatch to conſume z not 
unto the Chimney to warm the Houſe, in how many things 
do we vary from the firſt patern abroad, from Forraign Chur- 
ches under the ſame Conſtitution, yea, from our ſelves in for- 
mer years. From all this, and much more that might be ſaid, 
this may be inferred, that the being of one opinion with a con» 
ftitur Church it ſelf in all things, cannot be the ſtandard of 
Church Communion. 

Po{. 3. Unity to the Church was never yet procured by any 
of theſe humane Methods after mentioned : to wit 

I. By provincial, National or commonly called Oecumenic 
Councels, the mutual collifion of minds there hath ſtricken fire, 
which did not enkindle the Altar ; but rather the camp, they 
' gave a Light, bur ic was to let them fee to hight againſt one a- 
_ nother, if not with warlike,certainly with Word-weapons. They 
explaining darkned the Articles of the Faith, which wege en- 


larged, but initances of Love ſtraitned, their heads were 9; 
| | | | CrIealr 
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creaſed with more Notions; but that animated not their 


Hearts to holy Motion : The Trinity was more explained ; 


but leſs underſtood : the Hemoou/ian bred the Homoiouſian, both 
the Exoucentian and more not fit to be mentioned : flying the 
Ercour of Extiches, they fell unto that of Neforius : one cryes 


down free Will that he may exalt free Grace, making a man 


a Stone, that he may not fail to be a Saint, while another ex- 
peas all fromthe Dew of Heaven, nothing from the labour 
of the hand : one ereats a Monarchie at Reme, while another e- 

re&s an Ochlocracie at Bofloun. More might be ſaid. Thus by 


the Combination of humane Wits,we have been ſo far from at-_ 


eaining Unity, that the Combatants have left boch Truth and 
Peace. 
2ly Unity hath never yet been attained by diſputing,this con- 
ſidered with the former herd: the itch of Diſputing hath be- 
gun with tickling ; but hath ended with ſmarting, Victory is 
there ſought rather than Yerity 3 men labour how far torecede 
from one another, rather than how near they may approach to 
one another. What did the toflings at Trent, but ſhake their 
Holy Ghoſt over the Po in a Cloakbag ? and eſtabliſh by their 
Definitions whatthe powerful Sword of Charles could not by 
Conqueſt. The Fathers pretending Unity, combyne againſt it 
and one another, Yea, among our felves in the Reformed 
World, what Unity hath been procured by'the mutual Toflings 
among the ſubdivided Reformers, one having attained ſuch an 
habite of divine Love that he was not ar liberty to the contrair 
makes it a ſtandard to others, deprefling humane Liberty too 
much ; while another coming after, wanting the Experience of 


it on his own Joul, and finding that he had liberty in himſelf 
to be contentious, makes free Grace trudge under free Will, a 


third judicious and moderate finding both extreams amiſle and 
attempting Reconciliation falls unto the Snare he ſhunes and 


frames an inconſiſtent medley, a conditional purpoſe in 'G O D 


of compaſſionating mankind on the condition of Faich, which 


condition is yet not in mans Power Sofar are we out of the road 


of Duty pointed to us on Earth, while we attempt to ſoar in 
the air ofan untroaden path s Others undertake with confidence 
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to marſhal up the Decrees of an alwiſe Being, when in the 
mean time they. cannot ſet in order their own Heare-thoughts, 
aiming toattain here, what Wiſdom hath reſerved for Com- 
prehenſors, . Our chief and renowned Reformer, deſervedly 


famous for his active Zeal in purging the Church ; yet run- 


ning from Trans, falls unto Ton, equally abſurd. Yea, theſe 
who run from Rowe for ſhedding the Blood of the Saints, ſhed 


the Blood of one another in the Sacramentarian War. Tocnme 


nearer home, what hath the ferment of Diſpute produced in 
_ Nation, but the ſowre Leven of that which brings me to 
the pi 

24, That Union hath laſt of all been procured by the mutual 
Perſecution of one another.th's hath leaſtof all accompliſhed the 
Deſigned end ; #ilwny woluit cudere, cudit *iniy. foft methods have 
ſometimes, like the ſcoarching heat of the Sun in the Fable, 
made the Traveller part with his Clock, while Methods of ſe- 
verity have occaſioned, like the ſtormie North Wind, his clo- 
ſerembracing it. It hath been always the Glory and boaſt of 
the Church, that the Blood of Martyrs was rather Seed ſown in, 


then Water ſpilt on the ground of the Church. Nunquam. ma- 


jors tryurmphs vicimus, quam cum decem annorum ſtragibus vinci non 


 potuimus, aid Sulpitius Severus. Fob on theDunghil, in the hands 


of an enraged and envious Enemy, keeps his ground ; while an 
innocent Adam, among the ſoft delights of Eder, hydes himſelf 
among the Buſhes. The man of ſin, whoſe Commentar on paſce 
oves is occide, who ſees Swords and Cudgels in dis zxaroy Hofd:ev, 
what hath he gained by the intended Powdereplor, by the Maſe 
{acers of Paris and Ireland, by the unparralleled Crueities of the 
old Waldesſes, and the mod:rn Dragoon-Reformation in France 


and Savy? Hath Unity been promoved by all this ? while they 


kill the Body under pretence to ſave the Soul. To come nearer 


home, hath the mutual Conflicts of the Pen and Sword brcught 


us nearer one another ? while Perſecution hath circulate, only 


changing its Objes and Authors, accord ing to the different 


aſpects of Authority upon the one or other, Hath not our 
Land proved a Field of Blood, rather than a Fieid which the

LORD hath bleſſed ? A Babel, with' divided Hearts and 
Tongues, rather than a Jeruſalem, a city compaetly built to*- 

gether. It might have been expected, that in the various con- 
vulſions of our State and Church, the party that had eſcaped 
the furnace, would not have given Evidence of ; heir being pur- 
ged there, by throwing others in their place ; but that rather 
we might hear their Tongues and Lives reſound with the Vir- 
gin Poce ; Non ignera mali miſeris ſuccurrer* diſce, Is there not 
at this preſent time rancour boyling in the Veins of the Infli- 


Rers and vindictive Deſigns in the Brains of the Sufferers ? the 


one raging in paſlion, the other in impatience. I tax no 
party - all are guilty, Our Love 1s like our Climate, cold and 

rozen ; but our hatred favours of the Torride 2eve» Who is 
there among us, breathing after Love and Union ? I might in- 
ſtance other methods of humane Invention, unſuccesful for ad- 
vancing Union, which have proved Oile to feed ; not Waters 
to quench the Flames ofunnatural Combuſtion, 


Let us then in the next place, enquire unto the Goſpel me- 


thods chalked out to us by infinite Wiſdom and Love, for ef- 
fe&uating this Noble End, and we ſhall find them quite oppo. 
ſite to theſe already mentioned, ineffective ; yet pernicious ef- 
forts of humane Policy, carnal Wiſdom and helliſh Fury, and, 


if we may believe him who had been in the boſom of eternal 


Unity, above theſe Regions of Stormy Air and Raging Minds, 
what he had experimented in an indifloluble Union with the 
5 av x; 6, the path that leads unto theſe happy Regions, He de- 
ſcribes thar had trod and pradtiſed it towards Sinners and Saints 
Freinds and Enemies, and its that which unites the whole Law 
in one Syllable, and is fitteſt to cement our diſcordant Minds 
unto one, LOVE is the Propofal,and as it proceeds from theGod 


of Love, and from a Breaſt in Love with all mankind, who 
hath ſignally experienced the unſpeakable pleaſure of divine . 


Love for many years, in the exercife of the aRive and paſlive 
Graces, and finds an inexpreflible fatigfacion in loving his 
Neighbour if good, becauſe like God ; if bad, becauſe he may 
be once liko him, if Friends, becauſe of the pleaſure of Com-

| To recommend thisneceſſary, excellent, pleaſant and uni- 
verſally uſeful and advantagious Work, I- ſhall recommend in 
the firſt place our preſent danger in continuing ourDiviſions,and 


_ the advantages reſulting from Unity, and let the ſucceſs beact 


cording to his Will, who alone can bend the ſtiff Will of Man.

Omnis ſci- 
entia eff propter praxin, To beChriſtians without Chriſtianity is 
a Contradidtion 3 yet ſuch are We. To ſee the love of our 
Neighbour in our Books and in our Mouths, and Hatred of 
them in our Hearts and Lives,to Pray together and Fight againſt 
one another, to expe eternal Cemunion in Love and to ex» 
preſs it here by loathing, to hate that here which we * cobra 
we. t.ope to attain hereafter, is to ſerve an Apprenticeſhip in 
the Shops of Darkneſs, that we may beable to live comfortably 
in the Kingdom cfLight: To Murder one another, yet to 
pretend we wiſh Salvation to oneanother, is another Paradox: 
yer, if the inſpired Apoſtle ſaid true, who had the honour of 
being the beloved Diſciple, ard then learned theDoctrine and 
practice of divine Love, he that hateth his Brother 15 aMurther- 
er,and noMurtherer hath right to Eternal Life. No differrence 
in leſſer Opinions, ſuperannuats that which is the Badge of Dif- 
cipleſhip, Can we of the Sacred Character recomend love to 
Sinners, when we our ſelves hate one another? Do we Teſti- 
fie our Love to God by cur hatred of his lmage ? Are theſe 
we hate, Sinners © God loves them, Feeds and Clothes and 
Lodges them under his Roof, and loads them with his Bene- 
fites, yea with common comfortsfar beyond his own,and treats 
with them for Reconciliation : Go thou and do ſo likeways. 
Are they Gracious ; yet differing in leſſer things? God bears 


with your Imperfections, bear ye with theirs : What is their 


Opinion to day, may be yours to morrow. 'The twoReynolds 
Brothers in England isa clear inſtance of that, Yehave not al- 
ways been what ye are now, nor ſhall be, all your Life. Jts 
not be your Opinion the laſt fentence paſſes;but be your love 
_ exemplified inone of its inſtances, which makes the Soul likeſt 
God, in doing good to theſe from whom we expect nothing a- 
gain, Perchance, ye appear awhateful to theſe ye hate on the. 
account of your Opinions, as they do to you on the account 
of theirs. Take nor infallibility from the triple Crown and. 
erect a Throne for it in yeur own Hearts, Are they in 

enact 
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that differ from you, they are objeas of Pitie ; not of hatred : 
are ye in the wrong, then ye necd that Pity ye give not. Ante- 
date not the final account, its only then the final Separation 


ſhall be made, God is ſuffering the Tares to grow up with the. 


Wheat, be not wiſer then Wiſdom it Selfe. Hath God dif- 
covered Truths to you he hath concealed from others, bleſs him, 
and reclaim them as He doth, by methods of iweetneſs ; nor 
ſeverity- Were your heart and ways known to Men as they 


are to God, they would hate ſo vile a Sinner ; yet, God fol- 
| lows you with Love. Are there any of the contraverted Ar- 


ticles ſo plain as Love one another ? What clearer method can 
ye contrive to make your opinions hateful to others then to 
make your Perſon fo ? Will they that differ, think any thing 
lovely in your Dcarines, when they do not {ſmooth your Lives. 
The vulgar underſtand not Controverſies ; for they learn by the 
Ear, if they ſee you lovely, they think ſo is your Dodcrine.Not 
one of a thouſand among us Judges of the goodneſs of a way by 
the clear and intrinſic Evidences of the thing ; but by the qua- 
litie of its Profeſſors. How many have thereby been miſled 
unto errour! Its a Golden advice that is given to lay Men, when 
their Church Guides differ, ro take fiom them and join with 
them in that wherein they both agree,and in that wherein they 
differ, let them debate it in the Schooles, ye are unconcerned? 
Tes all one to you whether ye go up ſuch a Road or another that 
ſtands hardby,if ye come to the Journeys end comfortably.Ye 
will find many things levely in thoſe that differ from you, be- 
fides the common Nature, they may have hidden Excellencics 
which your Eyes prepoſleiled with volatilized Choler may 
think to appear of another Colour then they are.

God 
ſces ſomething in theſe ye hate, that is lovely, otherways He 
would not favour them ; when your Eye is as unprejudicat as 
His, ye will ſee what now ye ſee not. The better way to res 
move differences is to approach as near one another as ye can, 
and the nearer God ye will be nearer to one another: theLines 
neareſt the Center are neareſt one another, neareſt theCircum- 
ference, fartheſt from the centre and one another.
